Massacre In 
New York City 


It started as the. week started, 
and when the chil] rain ceased 
and the heat became fierce 
again, it spread like a dread 
contagion. At first, the Sports- 
men, mostly Negro, and. the 
Forsyth Street Boys, mostly 


Puerto Rican, breached a three‘ _ 


year truce to launch a deadly 
rumble in Manhattan’s Lower 
East Side. Next, violence flared 
in Brooklyn and in the Bronx, 
and in Jamaica, where the Chap- 
lains, Sinners, Bishops and Chey- 
ennes fight to the death for “ter- 
ritorial rights,” At the weekend 
the West Side of midtown Man- 
hattan erupted. The week’s toll 
in New York City’s intermina- 
ble teen-age gang wars: 

Four dead. 

At least fiftéen hospitalized 


. with serious knife, gunshot, or 


bludgeon wounds. 


Two of those slain were 16; 
one, 15, and a girl; one 14. 


Among the gang arsenals 
seized by police in the aftermath 
were zip guns, switch - blade 
knives, daggers, blackjacks, 
chains, lengths of iron pipe, meat 
cleavers, and a sword cane. 

Julio Rosairo, 14, was an ac- 
tive combatant when war broke 
out anew between his Forsyth 
Street Boys and the Sportsmen 
as the week began. Two days 
later he died in a hospital, of 
knife wounds in the back. 
Theresa Gee was simply getting 
some fresh air on a doorstep 
when one of a fusillade of .22- 
caliber bullets killed her ins- 
tantly. Her 17-year-old slayer, 
leader of the Forsyth Boys, was 
quickly apprehended and offer- 
ed only one appalling excuse. “I 
didn’t know "I was shooting a 
girl,” he be 
As the week ended, Robert 
Young and Anthony Kerenski, 
both 16, were sitting with friends 
ona bench in an unlighted Hell's 
Kitchen playground after a mo- 
vie, when the assailants struck, 
—. “No gringos in the 


Bleeding from: stab wounds, 
Young and Kerenski staggered 
to the nearby apartments of 
friends. Both fell dead as they 
crossed the thresholds: An 18- 
year-old companion, Ewald Ri- 
emer, stabbed in the abdomen, 
was rushed to a hospital where 
his condition was listed as :-tis- 
factory. Harold Luwen, 16, was 
treated at\a hospital for injuries 
suffered when he was struck on 
the head with a bottle during 
the melee.

The individual 


The mere fact that New York 
is so vast a news center. makes 
it probable that its power black- 
out of Aug. 17 has been no 
secret to the world. Lights went 
out; subways halted; elevators 
were stalled between floors; and 
people depending upon fans and 
air conditioners were stewed in 
near 90-degree humid heat. Some 


, 800,000 people were affected for 


12 hours. 

So spectacular an example 
compels the question every- 
where: Does civilization, in 
truth, mearf that, more and 
more, individuals must be tied 
to the machine and: regimented 
into a machine society? Such a 
question certainly gives pause, 
for humanity’s invention and 
production of machines, in one 
form or another, accelerates. - 

But before we abandon hope 
and foresee the human race en- 
snarled and destroyed by robots 
of its own creation, let us listen 
to what a thinker on subjects 
both technical and philosophical 
had to say on this question back 
in 1936 — Peter Van Dresser, 
writing in Harpers magazine. At 
the time of his writing — be- 
fore sputnik, before either H- 
bomb or A-bomb, before ‘the 
parlor television — he was a 
director of the then infant Am- 
erican Rocket Society. 

Said Van Dresser: “The ma- 
chine itself evolves.” And it may 
be that we have seen it pass 
its peak in massiveness, concen- 
tration, and complexity- of or- 
ganization, forcing people into 
an. accompanying pattern. 
“Machinery becomes daily less 
mechanical —. its organization 
more flexible and fluid .. . its 


Just for instance, ssaid he, the 
machine, generically speaking, 
evolved’ from the wagon to the 
railroad with its complex of 
trackage and controls. Then 
came the automobile, which the 
individual. can drive himself 
whenever and wherever he wish- 
es and on whatever the vehicle 
-~ no longer a single cog in a 
great machine —. can travel. 
Energy, not long ago carried 
laboriously across country in the 
form of coal, now “darts through 
slender copper wires,” and elec- 
tric motors have evolved in size 
and flexibility to the point 
where they can be “veritable 
accessory organs to the hand.” 

One reason vast factories grew 
a century ago was that the 
source of power, massive steam 
engines, had to be applied prac- 
tically in the engine’s presence 
extended only by the capabili- 
ties of belts and shafting. But, 
said Van Dresser, “Small shops 
may now use the methods of 
modern technology in a way that 
none but big establishments 
could manage.” 

What about society? Said Van 
Dresser: l. 

All machines which require 
the factory system for their op- 
eration are but pseudo-machines 
that require human participation 
in their routine working cir- 
. Not the perfection but 
the imperfection of present-day 
technical knowledge forms the 
enly support of the theory that 
the machine in itself requires in- 
creasingly complete material or- 
ganization of humanity. 

And .the individual? 

It (the machine) is becoming 


-more and more -the effective 


multiplier of man’s physical 
powers and at the same time 
requiring less and less that man 
sacrifice hifnself spiritually — 
debase himself to the level of an 
auxiliary device... . The mod- 
ern individual can go forth into 
the world with the strength of

ten men in his hand and the 
stored knowledge of genera- 
tions available to his mind. 
And of the future? Van Dres- 
ser, with the prudence of an edu- 
cated man, essays no predictions. 
But he sees the goal as “coordin- 
ated individualism as against the 
fantastic and wholly uninviting 
and mechanized superstate.” — 
_\ Perhaps the moral to be found 
in’ the foregoing gloomy thesis 
and in, the antithesis developed 
by Peter Van Dresser is: Never 
draw lohg-range conclusions too 
firmly from the situation of the 
moment. Every situation, every 
age, contains currents and coun- 
tercurrents.

Did Noah’s Flood 
Really Happen? 


The Lord, the Book of Genesis 
recounts, told Noah to build an 
ark; then “it came to pass... 
that the waters of the flood 
were upon the earth.” Bas re- 
liefs on the Temple of Angkor 
in Cambodia depict water spill- 
ing over the land. Almost every- 
where in the literature and 
legend of ancient peoples there 
is reference to a great flood. 

If, in fact, there was a world- 
wide inundation, when did it 
occur and why? It remained for 
a Columbia University geologist 
named Rhodes W. Fairbridge to 
offer at the International 
Oceanographic Congress in New 
York recently a carefully work- 
ed-out theory which dated the 
flood at 4000 B.C. Furthermore, 
Fairbridge came up with an in- 
triguingly plausible explanation. 
Fairbridge used as evidence 
Louisiana peats, the remains of 
an ancient dump in Venezuela, 
and other specimens from 
drowned forests, mangrove 
bogs, and coral deposits. The 
dates when each was either in- 
undated or free of water were 
determined by the carbon-14 
dating method (carbon, a con- 


stituent of all living things, 
gives off radioactivity at a 
known rate). On this basis, 


Fairbridge suggested the world’s 
ocean level steadily rose from 
16000 until 4000 B.C., a total of 
about 350 feet in all. 

“Think of it as a crescendo,” 
Fairbridge said. “It is as if the 


Mississippi River were to rise 
an inch for 99 years and go un- 
remarked. But in the 100th 
year, it spitis over its levees. 
We think the water spilled 
through the coast sand dunes 
and river deltas drowning hun- 
dreds of thousands over the 
world.” 


The sea-level rise, Fairbridge 
theorized, was due to a thawing 
out of polar caps and glaciers 
melted by an increase in the 
amount of solar radiation. “We 
have cycles of sun-spot activity. 
Why not waxing and waning of 
the sun heat itself over the mil- 
lenniums?”

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Every Movement 
Has A Meaning 


To seismologists, every vibra- 
tion of the earth’s crust has a 

rmeaning. 

Even the rumble of a passing 
truck will register on a sensitive 
seismograph. But the vibrations 
in which seismologists have 
been particularly interested are 
those associated with earth- 
quakes and man-made explo- 
sions. 


The wiggly lines that repre- 

sent these. vibrations on’ the 
seismograph record are the 
earth scientist’s key to his plan- 
et’s insides. 
’ Some of the waves sent out 
by earthquakes travel along the 
surface; often making a number 
of circuits of the globe before 
they die out. These tell little 
about the earth’s hidden plane- 
tary structure. : 

Other seismic waves travel 
deeply before they are bent up- 
ward to the surface. Thése are 
the waves that trace the out- 
line of the earth’s inner layers 
that men probably can never 
expect to see. ; 

Seismologists distinguish be- 
tween two types of subsurface 
waves — the so-called “P” and 
“S” waves. 

P waves are pressure vibra- 
tions similar to those set up in 
.the air as sound. They are the 
fastest of the seismic waves, the 
ones that appear first on the 
seismograph record. 

By analyzing the pattern. of 
arrival times of P waves at a 
‘number of different seismic sta- 
tions, experts can fix the time 
and location of an earthquake 
fairly accurately with the help 
of the known characteristics of 
travel of these waves below 
ground. 

S waves are associated with 
sidewise movements of a ma- 
terial rather than with its com- 
pression. In other words, where 
P waves, like sound, make par- 
ticles move backward and for- 
ward in the direction of move- 
ment of the wave, S waves 
make particles of a material 
move from side to side. They 
ares somewhat slower than P 
waves and are the second ones 
to show up in a seismograpn 
trace. 

The difference in travel time 
gives seismologists another way 
of locating earthquakes. The 
farther a seismograph is from 
the earthquake center, the 
longer will be the time spread 
between arrival of the different 
types of wave. Plotting the dis- 
tances measured’ by three’ or 
more stations then pinpoints the 
quake’s location. 


But there is more to these 
studies than locating  earth- 
quakes, 


Whenever a seismic wave goes 
from. one layer of material to 
another, its characteristics are 
changed. These changes can be 
detected by painstaking analysis 
of records from seismograph sta- 
tions around the world. In this 
way, the current picture of the 
earth’s inner structure has been 


pieced together 
For example, a liquid usual- 
lv will not transmit S waves, 
but it will transmit P waves. 
Seismologists have found that 
there is a layer deep within 
the earth that does not appear 
to transmit S waves. This 1s 
thought to be a liquid shell 
rounding the innermost cor: i 
the earth 
A i now “enerally pi 
tured, the earth has a solid in- 
ner core, 1,600 -miles in diameter.

material known as the Mohoro- 
vicic Discontinuity whose pres- 
ence shows up distinctly in 
seismic studies. 


Paradoxically, seismologists 
have a clearer over-all picture 
of the earth’s deep inner struc- 
ture than they do of its rela- 
tively close and thin crust. The 
reason for this is thought to le 
in the fact that the core and 
mantle are more or less homo- 
genous masses with distinct 
boundaries, while the crust is a 
confused jumble of materials. 


No one knows how many dif- 
ferent layers there are in the 
crust. 


Some seismologists think there 
are two general types of mat- 
erial under the continents, a 
layer of granitic rocks underlain 
by one of basaltic rocks. They 
think the oceans are underlain 
by only a relatively thin layer 
of basalt. 


However, other experts chal- 
lenge this pictufe. Some suggest 
there may be more layers. Some 
think there is no layering at 
all-but only a gradual transition 
from one type of material to 
another. 


The picture is confused both 
by a lack of over-all data and 
by the jumbled nature of the 
crust where the active processes 
of mountain building and other 
geological changes prevent any 


No geologist could draw a re- 
liable map of the earth’s crustal 
structure today. 

It will require detailed study 
of the crust, taking a relatively 
small area at a time. It means 
lé’rning to extract even more 
meaning from the wiggly lines 
of the seismograph records, in- 
cluding those of the surface 
waves that formerly were of 
relatively little help.

Over a hundred African ba- 
boons are being Americanized 
in a tiny, man-made “jungle.”

In winter, 
they are electrically heated by 
overhead equipment as unobtru- 
sively placed but as effective as 
the ventilation shafts. This 
unique baboonery, set up at San 
Antonio, Texas, is helping scien- 
tists to track down the causes of 


that dreaded killer, arterio- 
sclerosis. 
Excessive fatness wipes out 


thousands yearly. And not only 
human beings. 

For, as Dr. Russell Holman, of 
the State University Medical 
Schoo], New Orleans, discovered, 
baboons are subject to the same 
fatty congestion and clotting of 
the arteries as that which effects 
human beings. Such fatty de- 
posits write them off, too. 

So, to permit dietary experi- 
ments, this mock jungle Das been 
hewn out of rock and fitted with 
a tropical climate. The baboons 
have thelr own running water, 
an artificial waterfall and,. to 
banish any strangeness about the 
place, new arrivals are tempted 
by bunches of bananas hung on 
trees inside the arena, Gradually, 
their normal diet is changed into 
more fattening items 

For research purposes, those 
animals. considered acclimatized 
are now getting daily rations of 
ice cream, sweets and other foods 
of high fat content. Whether, in 
fact, dangerous fat deposits are 
caused by particular foods re- 
mairis to be found out. 

Dr. Holman and his colleagues 
hope to unearth some Interesting 


data. A woman, proud of her 
youthful figure, may feel insult- 
ed if told that she owes ler 
curves to a baboon. But. soon. 
that may be a literal truth!

This Worm Thinks 
With Both Ends 


A sflatworm, James V. Mc- 
Connell learned when he was a 
graduate student, is a “rather 
magic. sort of beast.” Cut an 
inch-long, mud-brown specimen 
into two pieces and a couple of 
weeks later you will have not 
one dead worm but two live 
wiggling ones — the old tail 


grows a new head and the old 
head grows a. new tail 


This is the well-known phe- 
nomenon of regeneration, com- 
mon to salamanders, newts, and 
starfishes. But here the worm 
tale turns complicated. 


McConnell, who received his 
doctorate in psychology and 
joined the University of Michi- 
gan faculty, continued  study- 
ing flatworms with ‘a classic 
stimulation-response apparatus. 
A water-filled trough is fitted 
at each end with electrodes and 
topped by two 100-watt light 
bulbs. A flatworm is put-in the 
trough; the light bulb flashes 
and an electric shock pulses 
through the water, causing the 
worm to contract. Usually in 
less than 300 trials, the worm 
“learns” to contract (response) 
as soon as a bulb flashes even 
without the expected electric 
shock (stimulus). 


Surprisingly, when the worm 
was cut into two, and then al- 
lowed to regenerate, the tail 
retained almost as much of. the 
response lesson as the head, 
where the rudimentary but 
measurable central nerve gang- 
lia, or “brain,” is located. 


Then, McConnell ‘reported re- 
cently to the American Psycho- 
logical Association, Miss Reeva 
Jacobson, a 21-year-old senior 


honors student took over. She, 


cut a flatworm in half, threw 
away the tail and conditioned 
only the head. Then she let the 
head grow a new tail. This sec- 
ond-generation flatworm was 
cut into two and the separate 
halves each allowe® to regen- 
erate into complete worms. 
Now came the key conditioning 
test: Bulbs flashed and the two 
“grandchildren” worms both 
showed retention of the learn- 
ed response. This was not to- 
tally unexepcted in the worm on 
the right — it, after all, possess- 
ed the original brain. But how 
was the performance of the 
worm on the left, made of en- 
tirely reformed tissue, to be ex- 
plained? 


McConnell conjectured that 
“some sort of chemical \condi- 
tioning may take place” which 
can be transmitted to succeed- 
ing generations. If this should 
prove to be true for men as 
well as worms (and there seems 
to be no reason why it shouldn’t 
be), then memory and learn- 
ing would appear to have a 
chemical, inherited basis. It may

One Doctor Who 
Kept His Oath 


r It was 4 o’clock of a very dark 
morning in 1865 when Dr. Sam- 
uel A. Mudd, asleep at his farm 
near Bryantown, Md., was arous- 
ed by two men seeking medical 
aid. A’ horse had fallen, they 
said, and one of the men had 


- broken his leg. They would pay 
$25 if Dr. Mudd would set the. 


break and give them a room for 
the night. 


Dr. Mudd agreed, and thus be- 
came a key figure in one of the 
great tragedies of history. For 
one of the two men was John 
Wilkes Booth, who only about 
six hours before had shot Presi- 
dent Lincoln at Ford’s Theatre. 
(Booth’s companion—was David 
E. Herold.) In fleeing, he had 
caught a spur in the flag cov- 
ering the President’s box and 
had fallen, his leg broken. Yet 
he had succeeded in escdping, 
and so brought the country doc- 
tor into the awful event. 

Ever since, Dr. Mudd has been 
defended as innocent of treason 
by some historians, and branded 
as Booth’s. accomplice by others. 


Even last month, when President’ 


Eisenhower signed a bill provid- 
ing for a bronze memorial hon- 
oring Dr. Mudd’s service to yel- 
low-fever victims at Fort Jef- 
ferson, Fla., the question of the 
doctor’s innocence was careful- 
ly skirted. 


Was Dr. Mudd indeed an active 
and willing accomplice? Mudd 
had known Booth personally be 
fore the assassination, thought 
he claimed that he had not. rec- 
ognized the man at his door. 

Tried by a military court (not 
civil, as was his constitutional 
right) against a background of 
highly indignant public reac- 
tion, Dr. Mudd was found guilty 
of treason. He was sentenced in 
1865 to life imprisonment at Fort 
Jefferson on one of the desolate 


Dry Tortugas islands, 60. miles . 


west of Key West, Fla, Battered 
by the unbearable climate, foul 
food, omnipresent insects, and 
inhumane jailers, Mudd once 
tried — unsuccessfully — to es- 
cape by hiding. in a ship’s can- 
non. But in 1867, when yellow 
fever decimated the fort, Dr. 
Mudd passed up a chance to flee, 
instead fought the epidemic sin- 
glehanded. For his great human- 
ity, the garrison asked President 
Johnson to pardon him. 


The pardon came through in 
1869, and Dr. Mudd deturned to 
his neglected family, farm, and 
medical practice. In 1883, at the 
age of 50, he died in a quiet sort 
of glory — of pneumonia, as @ 
result of visiting his patients in 
freezing january weather. Inno- 
cent or guilty of treason, Dr. 
Samuel Mudd never betraved the 
oath that made him a doctor.

Teen-Agers And Cars 


A new psychological test has 
confirmed what a good many 
harried laymen*suspected all al- 
ong: Teen-age traffic violators 
subconsciously tend to regard an 
automobile asa weapon. 


Dr. James L. Malfetti, execu- 
tive director of the Safety Re- 
search and Education Project at 
New York’s Teachers College 


of Columbia, reported last month 
that he has developed a pilot 
test to elicit emotional reactions 
to such key words as man, 
woman, home, money, car, and 
weapon. The project is still in the 
experimental stage, but a signifi- 
cant number of teen-age traffic 
offenders (Malfetti wouldn't say 
precisely how many) reacted to 


“weapon” in much the sdme 
manner as thev responded to 
“ear,”’ 


“If this pen-and-pencil test has 
the potential we at Columbia 
think it has,” Dr. Malfetti said, 
“a practical psychologica) test 
may at last be available. for 
dealing with the potential vio- 
lator.” In short, fender bashers 
might be identified before they 
ever get a driver's license.

_. Little animals whose silky, 
dense fur was once used to fa- 
shion robes for Inca royalty in 
South America are rocketing to 
popularity in many parts of the 
world. 

They are chinchillas, whose 
natural home is in the sunny 
altitudes .of the Andes, where 
they live at an elevation of 
nearly 19,000 ft..There’s a world 
boom in their precious fur, . 
which is so light*that a square 
yard of chinchilla fabric weighs 
no more than a square yard of 
rayon. 

Chinchilla pelts were first im- 
ported from Chile early last 
century. Today the breeding of 
chinchillas in many places ts 
booming on a greater scale than 
ever before. 

The demand for chinchilla fur, 
because of its remarkable light- 
ness and fine quality, is coming 
not only from furriers but from 
exclusive dress and hat design- 
ers as well. There is a world 
market for millions of chinchil- 
la pelts. 

Because of their value chin- 
chillas were once nearly trap- 
ped out of existence. Because 
of the height at which they liv- 
ed, many of the trappers them- 
selves perished — victims of the 
extreme cold. 

Forty years ago chinchillas 
were just about the rarest ani- 
mals in the world. The govern- 
ment of Chile had already pass- 
ed strict laws forbidding the 
export, dead or alive, of these 
almost extinct creatures’ which 
look a cross between a squirrel 
and a bush baby. 

So serious, also, became the 
problem of the disappearance of 
chinchillas from Peru, Ecuador 
and Bolivia that the govern- 
‘ments there prohibited export 
and trapping on pain of the loss 
of a hand for the first offence 
and death for the second. The 
export by sea and air of chin- 
chillas had at one time reached 
400,000 pelts. 

Today the tiny but highly 
prized chinchillas are being 
bred in. large numbers on 
farms in many parts of America. 

It was reckoned in 1939, when 
the market price for every 
breeding pair sold was between 
$250 and $300, that the tiny 
animals were worth about twice 
their weight in gold.

Deeper Study Of 
Sea To Be Made 


Eart@is a water planet. More 
than 70 per cent of its surface 
lies under the ocean and over 
50 per cent is covered by water 
a mile or more deep. 

In this respect, the earth is 
unique among the solar planets 
and because of this oceano- 
graphers think they have a uni- 
que opportunity to delve into 
the history of the solar system. 

Some of the opening sessions 
at the International Oceano- 
graphic Conference have been 
devoted to this kind of research. 

Dr Roger Revelle, director of 
Scripps Institution of Oceano- 


\graphy and president. of the con” 


ference, explained that marine 
geologists think of the ocean -as 
an archive. a history book in 
which one may trace the devel- 
opment of the earth if one can 
learn to read the language in 
which it is recorded. 

The record is contained in the 
sea bottom sediments. which 4 
at least some places may have 
been collecting since the oceans 
were first formed The deeper 
one probes the sediments the 
further back he goes in time. 

So far. oceanographers have 
been able to penetrate only a 
few million years: at most into 
this record To study earlier 
epochs, they will have to bore 
more deeply into the sediments 
than present instruments allow. 
Ways and means of doing this 
are high on the “must” list of 
ocean explorers 

Among, other 
hoped that the United States 
National Academy of Sciences’ 
project to drill through the rock 
underlying the ocean will also 
produce .a complete vertical 
sample of the sediments. 


Such a sediment record should 
contain evidence of the earliest 
life forms that appeared on this 
planet It should also indicate 
the temperatures and other water 
characteristics of ancient seas. 
There should be clear records of 
ice ages and tropical epochs, of, 
voleanic and mountain building 
upheavals. 


Dr. Revelle explained that as- 
pects of the earth’s own forma- 
tion should also be reflected in 
the sediment. From these and 
from such things as the effects 
of cosmic rays on the ancient 
sediments experts may be able 
to learn more about the forma- 
tion of the solar system and per- 
haps even the galaxy of stars in 
which the earth moves. 


Still another important piece 
of information that may come 


age of the major ocean basins. 
Oceanographers want to know 
this badly because it has a bear- 
ing on a question now being 
hotly ‘debated in meetings ‘and 
informal discussions here: Are 
the continents moving? 


The notion that the conti- 
nents have drifted around the 
planet’s surface is an old one. 
It has been advanced in the past 
to explain’ major climate shifts, 
such as the occurrence of tropi- 
cal fossils in polar regions. Some 
geologists have even suggested 
that the continents once fitted 
together like pieces of a puzzle 
and have since drifted apart, 
writes Robert C. Cowen in The 
Christian. Science Monitor. 

This theory fell.into disrepute 
for a number of years. Now it 
is being revived by geologists 
here, some of whom have been 
among its critics, Dr. Maurice 
Ewing of Columbia University, 
Sir Edward Bullard of Cam- 
bridge University, and Prof. 
Harry H. Hess of Princeton Uni- 
versity were among those recon- 
sidering the continental drift 
theory, although Sir Edward was 
the only one to declare himself 
definitely in favor of 11. 

The Atlantic Ocean basin is 
split down the middle by « 
mountainous ridge, There are 
indications that the continents 
are drifting apart and, as they 
do, a crack may be widening in 
the ocean floor. The mid-Atlan- 
lic ridge may ‘be the result of

Punishment Wrong 


For close to 50 years, Gladys 
Carpenter Duffy has lived with- 
in the shadow of California's 
San Quentin Prison. She grew 
up in Prison Town as the daugh- 
ter and ,Sranddaughter of San 
Quentin guards. Later she mar- 
ried the son of another guard, 
and while she and her hus- 
band .have from time to time 
lived and worked elsewhere, 
their interests have remained 
intimately bound up with the 
thousands of men and women 
who entered its gates. ; 


During this era, Mrs. Duffy 
has witnessed the slow march 
of penology toward today’s mo- 
dern rehabilitative methods -- 
as the older and long-used sys- 


tems of physical and mental 


torture gave way. It is often, 
by its. nature, not a pleasant 
story. But Mrs. Duffy’s book, 
“Warden's Wife,” - shows her 
deep-felt zest for prison work 
and her devotion to change in 
penal methods. 

The culmination of this 
change came just before World 
War If when her husband be- 
came warden of San Quentin — 
to serve in that role through 
turbulent war years and an even 
more disturbing postwar period. 
But it was during these 11 years 
that innovations in San Quen- 
tin’s penal system sharply alter- 
ed the institution’s handling of 
inmates. Ugly aspects of prison 
life were .removed, rehabilita- 
tion of prisoners became the 
keynote of the system, and a 


ing ventures paid off in less pri- 
son trouble and better parole 
reeords., 

The innovations ran the ga- 
mut from adequate food to esta- 
blishment of a prison news- 
paper. They included careful ef- 
forts to parole offenders when 
ready for release — the pioneer- 
ing steps in the indeterminate 
sentence. Greater freedom for 
inmates within prison walls, 
Warden Duffy said, would in- 
voke a sense of responsibility on 
the part of these inmates. It 
worked at San Quentin, and the 
idea is slowly being accepted 
across the United States. 


All of this is a part, of Mrs. 
Duffy’s simply told story. In a 
real sense, “Warden’s Wife” is 
more than a personal account 
of the long-held dream she and 
her husband shared — a dream 
of doing something to reform 
prison methods at San Quentin. 
The book serves as an informal 
history of San Quentin during 
the 50 years about which Mrs. 
Duffy writes with intimate 
knowledge. 


Across her pages march & 


population, In illustrating vari- 
ous aspects of her life at San 
Quentin, Mrs. Duffy tells much 
about the inmates with whom 
she and her husband came in 


are pathetic; others are shock- 
ing; and a few leave the reader 
with virtual disbelief. 


But woven throughout these 
accounts is a continued certain- 
ty on the’ part of Mrs. Duffy 
that no case is hopeless. “So 
many wrecks are worth salvag- 
ing,” she writes. She and her 
husband have apparently prac- 
ticed this philosophy with im- 
proving results over the years. 
Recidivism dropped sharply 
while Clinton Duffy was war- 


~den at San Quentin. 


Mrs. Duffy is firm in her be- 
lief that capital punishment is 
wrong. She is convinced that 
the main reason for its retention 
is “a punitive desire for re- 
venge.” To the Duffys, the ca- 
pital penalty is imposed by emo- 
tional drives to punish. It does 
not. solve the problems facing 
society. The Duffys have con- 
tinued to struggle against capi- 
tal punishment and today are 
in the forefront of the abolition 
movement. 

Mrs. Duffy was known as 
“Mother” Duffy to thousands of 
men at San Quentin. Reading 
her book, it is easy to see why. 
She has a love and a firmness 
which, coupled, won her almost 
instant respect. One suspects - 
that a not inconsiderable part 
of Warden Duffy’s success as & 


-penologist and prison adminis- 


trator has been due to the wo- — 
man at his side. 


How Children 
Grow Up Sober 


In Italy, where even children 
drink wine at the dinner table 
in place of water, there are few 
eleoholics. In America, Jewish 
children are given wine as part 
of religious observances — but 
again of the nation’s 5 million al- 
coholics, few come from Jewish 
families. 


Why? Because these children 
get a sort of “psychological vac- 
cine” which immunizes them 
against alcoholism, Dr. Albert 
Ullman, a Tufts University so- 
ciologist, told the American .Psy- 
chological Association meeting 
in Cincinnati. “A child should 
have contact with alcohol in the 
home, in a perfectly ordinary 
way,” he said. “Then later in life, 
when he drinks with the peers 
and is under pressure to be one 
of the group, he really doesn’t 
have to prove anything. He 
“knows” he can drink.” 

Alcoholics, Dr. Ul[man added, 
usually remember every detail of . 
the occasion they first had a 


.drink ~— because drinking: had 


such importance in the eyes of 
their families or themselves. To 
avoid just this, Dr. Ullman’s own 
five children, aged 4 to 16, now 
are getting “immunizing shots” 
of alcohol. “We're social drink- 
ers in our family,” he said, “If 
a child wants to taste a tiny 
amount of wine on special occa- 
sions we let him.

How big was the town? We 
were told it was “about 2,500.”
